A few thousand Pas have returned to Hungary from various sections of Russia 
ducing the last four weeks, and the Hurgariens ara receiving a very dark 
picture from them, Besides the devastation of the war they speak cf the 
disorganiantion of industry and agriculture and the dissatisfaction of the 
denctilized ex-goldiere with the Living conditions of their fawilies, meager 
food vations, and the discipline on the collective farms.

of their outspokemness, a great many of them are allegedly being sent to 
soncentration camog, 


As esed 4m bad and cultivation insufficient a hectares did net yleld ever 
two and one-half quintale of wheat instead of the 12-16 quintals averaged 
before the war, One of the Pls, a well. known Pungerian agricultural expert, 
wag offered a three year contract at €560 per month te develop proper seed 
in dungacy, and then to return to Jemany to manage the collective farms of 
the district. 


43 an inducement to increase production and to paciity the returned gorvicemnen, 
lend is being distributed for private ownership. Ewery able-bodied man may 
apply for from one to three hectarss, according to the size of his family. 
OQmers will have to do their share of work in the collective farm and till 
their ovm land, With this land distribution go #11 the usual privileges 

of private ownership -- the land can be sold and inherited and passed on. 


While but few of the returned PWe have come from factory districts, they 

tall an equally discouraging tale. Machines are im poor’ condition, production 
ia Low, there is an utter lack of discipline, and the ex-servicemen are trying 
to take over management, About one-fous: ah of the working time is said to 

be davoted to shop-mestings. 


Relling stock is in bed shape, and with the jack of proper organization and 
discipline, service is bad. Trains at times are « day late, 


The only improvewent generally spoken about is oh the highway system 
eopaiz-work, New read construction is apparently ee pushed strongly.
